The G.O.P. rumor mill is percolating with “reliable” 
reports that former Senator William F. Knowland is a 
likely candidate against incumbent Clair Engle to win 
back the scat he surrendered in 1958 to run unsuccessfully 
for Governor.

The Cose tor Publication 
of Assessment Lists 

Part I 

Almost everything con¬ 
nected with assessment in¬ 
formation was shrouded in 
secrecy under former Asses¬ 
sor Quinn. 

This secrecy is what the 
1,012,000 voters—over 54.9 
per cent of votes cast— 
wanted aboiished when they 
elected Watson. 

Not that Quinn tried' to 
conceal assessment figures. 
Of course not. An assessee 
coming to the office was 
courteously treated and al¬ 
lowed to hunt for the infor¬ 
mation in the mapbooks. 

Often he was helped to 
find what he sought. But 
usually the search took 
hours, more so if another 
taxpayer was already using 
that same mapbook. 

One could also request 
one’s assessment figures by 
letter. 

But few people used this 
facility which was not much 
publicized, and anyhow 
available only for one’s own 
assessment figures. And 
sometimes the answer took 
a long time. 

“Shrouded' i n secrecy” 
means: there was no easy 
way to find one’s valuations, 
and only the long trip 
for comparing one’s assess¬ 
ment with those of others. 

Comparable assess m e n t 
figures were as inaccessible 
as if stamped TOP SECRET 
if someone could not af¬ 
ford time out from work. 

And actually treated as 
top secret was information 
on how aissessment figures 
were arrived at. Usually it 
took a court order to get an 
explanation. 

The corner of the secrecy 
veil was lifted' by Watson 
when he announced he 
would assess at a radio of 
25 per cent of fair market 
value. 

Watson also wants to fin¬ 
ish entirely with secrecy by 
notifying assessees of their 
new assessments before the 
July equalization period. 

Here he was recently 
blocked by the board of su¬ 
pervisors. On January 22, 
by a 3:1 vote (Bonelli, Chace 
and Hahn v. Debs, with 
Dorn absent due to illnesej 
they decided to maintain 
the status quo by refusing 
to set up the new tax ap¬ 
peals boards and by reject¬ 
ing notification of assessees. 

Legally, the supervisors 
could have approved notifi¬ 
cation while turning down 
the new boards—both are 
separate, permissive meas¬ 
ures. 

It is now too late for 1963, 
under the constitution, for a 
reconsideration of the vote 
against the new boards— 
the next deadline is Janu¬ 
ary 31, 1964. 

But notification has no 
legal deadline. However, 
unless notification is made 
at least two weeks before 
the “first Monday in July” 
(In 1963: July D—or better, 
four weeks—it won’t help 
the taxpayers. 

There are three methods 
for notification under the 
Revenue and Taxation code. 
The first is: postcards mail¬ 
ed only to assessees whose 
increase exceeds 10 per cent. 

Seemingly the least ex- 
j)enslve, this method' is 
highly undesirable for three 
reasons: 

a. It would be an outright 
Invitation to file petitions 
for reduction. 

b. How is a taxpayer to 
know whether "no postcard” 
means "no increase” or that 
the card went astray? Re-

suit: countless inquiries 
from cautious assessees. Or 
angry resentment from 
those taking “no news” for 
“good news” and finding out 
the contrary come their 
November tax bill. 

c. The expense of picking 
out the “over 10 per cent” 
assessees might well equal 
that of postcards to all as¬ 
sessees, as the assessor’s 
computer is not adapted to 
such use. And even if it 
were, the foregoing reasons 
would' still make this meth¬ 
od Inadequate. 

The second method is 
mailing postcards to all 
assessees. 

For this purpose the coun¬ 
ty’s chief administrative of¬ 
ficer requested and the su¬ 
pervisors approved in Octo¬ 
ber, 1962, the purchase of 
additional printing equip¬ 
ment for the computer at a 
cost of $153,332. 

This appropriation has 
not yet been committed and 
will probably not be used 
for this purpose because 
Assessor Watson considers 
this equipment already ob¬ 
solete for other uses, such 
as the “normal increase in 
the work load.” 

But I consider it part of 
the first-year cost of mail 
notices. According to a De¬ 
cember 26, 1962, report by 
the CAO, the annual cost of 
postcard notices to 1% mil¬ 
lion assessees, postage in¬ 
cluded, would be $92,519. 

The cost of this method 
would thus amount to $245,- 
851 the first year and $92,- 
519 per year thereafter. 

The third method — “the 
most desirable,” as Assessor 
Watson stressed at the Jan¬ 
uary 22 supervisors’ mcet-

ipg—^is: newspaper publica¬ 
tion of assessment lists. 

Its estimated cost is $352,- 
000 the first year, at the 
rate of 20 cents per parcel, 
the price established by the 
county. 

Later it would cost but 
some $70,(XX) a year, as only 
changes up or down and 
new additions would have 
to be listed. 

Based on experience, they 
may be expected to average 
not over 20 per cent of the 
1% million parcels per 
year. 

Over a span of six years 
mail notices would thus cost 
a total of $708,446 ($118,074 
per year average) and news¬ 
paper publication about the 
same, namely a total of 
$702,000 ($117,000 per year 
average). Both methods 
would amount to 6.74 cents 
per parcel per year. 

(For simpler calculation 
I have assumed in my com¬ 
parisons that the figure of 
1% million parcels remains 
unchanged for the next 
years. "This, of course, is not 
so. But the “normal growth” 
of the number of parcels 
averaged over the past three 
years less than one per cent 
per year, so that considering 
it in my calculations would 
virtually not change my 
comparison—it would affect 
both sets of figures in the 
same proportion, namely 
about one per cent com¬ 
pounded annually.) 

I am not certain the su¬ 
pervisors’ stand against no¬ 
tification on January 22 was 
mainly a question of bud¬ 
getary considerations. If so, 
suppose the newspaper pub¬ 
lishers would consider 
spreading payments so that

the cost would not exceed 
that of mail notices. 

In my opinion, the public 
interest would be better 
served by the newspaper 
method than by mail no¬ 
tices which, in turn, would 
be better than no notices at 
all. 

If newspaper publication 
could be had at a price not 
exceeding that of postcard 
mailing over a number of 
years, the taxpayers should 
greatly benefit. 

(Please note that I am 
neither a stockholder or em¬ 
ployee of nor otherwise be¬ 
holden to any community 
newspaper which might 
carry the legal ads. I would 
recommend mail notices if 
I thought them the better 
way. Incidentally, I am not 
connected with the U.S. Post 
Office, either.)
